Steadfast, Unmovable 


One of the severest tests to which 
a Christian leader may be put is to con- 
tinue to hold office in the face of criti- 
cism and contempt. Especially is this 


true when the position brings no re- 
muneration, as is the case with a Sunday 
school superintendent or teacher, a mem- 


ber or chairman of a mission committee, 
or some other voluntary work. Yet it 
is a test that God nearly always brings 
to bear upon those whom He would use 
widely in His service. It is as though 
He were saying: “You have faced the 
opposition of the world, and have not 
been ashamed of Me; but are you will- 
ing to go on with Me alone, knowing 
that even some of your old friends think 
you are doing wrong? Can you do this 
calmly and cheerfully, without bitter- 
ness, trusting Me to lead you, and find- 
ing your strength and joy in Me?” When 
things go wrong in an organization, there 
is the temptation to resign and to say 
in one’s heart, “Why should I wrestle 
with these problems and go through all 
this trouble when I don’t have to?” We 
may feel like Moses who said to the 
Lord, “Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy 
servant? and wherefore have I not found 
favour in thy sight, that thou layest the 
burden of all this people upon me? 
Have I conceived all this people? have 
I begotten them, that thou shouldest say 
unto me, Carry them in thy bosom, as 
a nursing father beareth the sucking 
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child, unto the land which thou’ swarest 
unto their fathers?” (Num. 11:11, 12.) 
We need the wisdom and grace of God 
to enable us to keep the proper balance. 
On the one hand, we must not be care- 
less of the opinion of consecrated, Chris- 
tian friends; on the other hand, we must 
not be moved by the peevishness, bit- 
terness, and carnal arguments of those 
who are obviously not walking with God. 
There is an infinitely higher motive than 
the favor of men or our own comfort, 
and that is what Paul spoke of when he 
said, “For the love of Christ constrain- 
eth us” (2 Cor. 5:14). It is His love 
for us, and our love for Him, and His 
love for lost men that will not let us 
give up a certain position, though it 
mean weariness of body and anguish of 
mind. Can we not do this for Him who 
went to the cross for us? When the go- 
ing is hard, let us take to heart Paul’s 
cheering words: “Therefore, my be- 
loved brethren, be ye stedfast, unmove- 
able, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the Lord” 
(1 Cor. 15:58).

It is a commentary profoundly loyal 
to historic Christianity and free from 
the unjustifiable and fanciful criticism 
which marks the theological output of 
Union Seminary today and has marked 
it in the recent past (E. F. Scott, F. C.

“There became a 
man,” there appeared a man in the 
stream of history, there emerged a man 
in the divine program. 

This is in contrast to the Word which 
was from the beginning. The same con- 
trast appears in John 8:58, “Before Abra-: 
ham came into being, I AM.” Historical 
man and the Eternal Christ are set over 
against each other. 


In John 3:16, “the diminutive New 
Testament,” the word “gave” is used. 
He “gave” His only begotten Son. The 
word has the connotation of sacrifice 
which is not found in the word. “sent” 
in the following verse, “For God sent 
not his Son...” 


When our Lord said, “For judgment 
have I come into this world” (John 9: 
39) by judgment, or krisis, He meant 
separation, It is the magnet sweeping 
through filings. Some are taken, the 
others left. How often does the phrase 
occur in John, “And there was a divi- 
sion among them” (9:16; 10:19; 7:12, 43). 
He separated the sheep from the goats, 
the wheat from the chaff, the spiritually 
blind, in this instance (9:39), from those 
who wish to receive sight. 


The best texts of John 9:36 have the 
word “And.” The blind man asks, “And, 
who is he, Lord, that I may believe.” This 
adds a note of eagerness to the ques- 
tion. Vincent explains Revelation 21:8, 
“but the fearful, and unbelieving,” as 
referring to those in the Roman Empire 
who feared to confess Christ before 
the Roman authorities though believ- 
ing in Him secretly. The blind man’s 
parents refused to bear witness because 
they feared being turned out of the syna- 
gogue. The son who had been given 
sight, after testifying to Christ, was 
indeed cast out by the synagogue, but 
received, nay sought out, by Christ 
Himself and given Christ’s self-revela- 
tion of His deity and in addition the 
wonderful parable of the Good Shep- 
herd. 

(In this connection and in passing 
your reviewer would call attention to 
a lovely contrast which Dr. Vincent does 
not mention. In this parable of the 
Good Shepherd Jesus said, “Neither shall 
any man [not merely “man,” but also 
the powers and spirits of evil back of 
the phenomenal world] pluck them out 
of my hand, the piercéd hand of love.” 

But some of those listening may have 
objected mentally, “That hand may have 
the wish to save and keep, but not the 
power.” 

So Jesus reassured them, and us, by 
adding, “No man is able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand,” the hand of 
omnipotence. 

Then he continued, “I and my Father 
are one.” Love and Power combined! 


Christ’s love is shown in the words, “I 
give unto them eternal life”’—v. 28; 
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God’s power in the phrase, “My Father 
. is greater than all” —v. 29.) 


The thief “climbeth up some other 
way” (John 10:1). Allochothen is rather 
“cometh from some other quarter.” This 
is significant in that in previous dis- 
courses Jesus had laid great stress on

The Return of the Jews in Unbelief 


What is the Scriptural basis for 
thinking that the Jews will return to 
the land of Palestine in unbelief?—A 
Pennsylvania reader. 

This belief is based on such passages as 
the following: 

“And it shall come to pass in that day, 
that the Lord shall set his hand again 
the second time to recover the remnant 
of his people, which shall be left, from 
Assyria, and from Egypt, ‘and from 
Pathros, and from Cush, and from Elam, 
and from Shinar, and from Hamath, and 
from the islands of the sea. And he 
shall set up an ensign for thenations, 
and shall assemble the outcasts of Israel, 
and gather together the dispersed of 
Judah from the four corners of the 
earth” (Isa. 11:11, 12). 

“Behold, I will gather them out of all 
countries, whither I have driven them 
in mine anger, and in my fury, and in 
great wrath; and I will bring them again 
unto this place, and I will cause them 
to dwell safely: and they shall be my 
people, and I will be their God: and I 
will give them one heart, and one way, 
that they may fear me for ever, for 
the good of them, and of their children 
after them: and I will make an everlast- 
ing covenant with them, that I will not 
turn away from them, to do them good; 
but I will put my fear in their hearts, 
that they shall not depart from me” 
(Jer. 32:37-40). 

“And I will cause the captivity of 
Judah and the captivity of Israel to re- 
turn, and will build them, as at the 
first. And I will cleanse them from all 
their iniquity, whereby they have sin- 
ned against me; and I will pardon all 
their iniquities, whereby they have sin- 
ned, and whereby they have transgressed 
against me” (Jer.

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Thomas Chalmers 
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The “Great-Heart’’ of Scotland 


Wievres E. GLADSTONE re- 
ferred to Thomas Chalmers as 
“one of nature’s nobles, with 
the energy of a giant and the simplicity 
of a child.” He has been called a “Solar 
man” and “The Moses of Scotland.” 
The late Alexander Whyte of Edinburgh 
described him as “far and away the 
greatest man of Scotland in his day 

. every part of his character was 
colossal. He had the heart of twenty 
men; the head of twenty, and the en- 
ergy of a hundred.” 

Thomas ‘Chalmers did for the Pres- 
byterian Church of Scotland, one hun- 
dred years ago, what John Knox did 
for the Reformation three hundred years 
earlier. These two men were called 
and used of God td free Scotland, first 
from the yoke of Rome in the sixteenth 
century, and then from the yoke of polit- 
ical control by the State and “landed 
gentry” in the nineteenth century. It 
is due to them, under God, that Scot- 
land has had such a large measure of 
education and religious freedom. 

Chalmers might have shone in his day 
as a teacher of science, as an orator, 
a statesman, a philosopher, an economist, 
or a patriot; he was all of these in good 
measure, but he chose rather to be an 
evangelist, a preacher of the Gospel, a 
helper of the poor and underprivileged, 
and a defender of human rights. 

As a young boy he grew up in a Chris- 
tian home, but in his youth he did not 
seem remarkable in any way. He was 
more interested in play than in books; 
while his parents encouraged him to 
look forward to entering the Christian 
ministry, he had no real conception of 
what it meant to be a Christian until 
after he had actually begun to preach. 


“A Likable Lad With a Merry Laugh” 


Chalmers was born in Anstruther, in 
Fifeshire, Scotland, on March 17, 1780. 
His father was a strict Calvinist and by 
occupation a dyer, a sheep owner, and 
a man of sterling character. Thomas 
was the sixth child in a family of four- 
teen. He is described as “a likable lad 
with a merry laugh and great vitality.” 
His mother was a woman whose wis- 
dom, love, and piety were widely recog- 
nized. 

But in this godly home there was a 
disturbing factor in the form of a cruel 
and tyrannical nurse. The mother had 
her hands so full with a large family 
that at three years of age Thomas was 
sent to the parish school. He escaped 
from the tyranny of the nurse, but he 
was not fortunate in his* teachers; as 
a result he was not interested in his

Two things among many others are 
noteworthy in this sketch of the life 
and work of a_ great Scottish 
preacher. Chalmers’ heart and min- 
istry were transformed not through 
an appeal to his emotions, but by 
his study of the life and teachings 
of Christ in preparation for the writ- 
ing of an article. And as he preached 
the true Gospel with ever greater 
power, he demonstrated that there 
is a right kind of “social service,” 
in which men set to work to clean 
up outward conditions because they 
have been born again through faith 
in Christ. This is the seventh article 
in Mr. Pierson’s series of brief 
biographies. 








lessons and was looked upon as “an 
incorrigible dunce.” The boy was said 
to be brave and fond of fighting, espe- 
cially in defense of weak children, 
abused by bullies. He was fond of 
nature, and must have made progress 
in learning, for before he was twelve 
years of age he entered St. Andrew’s 
University. Even here, during the first 
two years, “mad Tom Chalmers” gave 
more attention to sports than to studies. 

A change came under the influence 
of Dr. James Brown, and Tom became 
deeply interested in mathematics, sci- 
ence, and moral philosophy. 

In his youth he was not much of a 
reader, but Pilgrim’s Progress deeply 
impressed him, and Jonathan Edwards’ 
sermon on “The Freedom of the Will” 
led him to think more deeply on his 
own responsibility. At fifteen he began 
to study theology seriously. . Later, 
Chalmers wrote: 

“I remember when I was a student of 
divinity, and long before I could relish 
evangelical sentiment, the one idea that 
captivated my soul was the magnificence 
of the Godhead . .. and the subordina- 
tion of all things to the one great pur- 
pose for which He evolved and was 
supporting creation.” 

At nineteen years of age Chalmers 
applied to the Presbytery for a license 
to preach. This was granted in spite 
of his youth; but he was still a man 
without a Gospel message and without 
any real experience in the saving power 
of Christ. He was more interested in 
mathematics than in religion, and ac- 
cepted a position as tutor in mathe- 
matics and lecturer on science in St. 
Andrew’s University. At about the same 
time he accepted a call to preach at 
Kilmany because it Offered a quiet rural 
parish near the University where he 
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could cultivate his chief ambition to 
become a professor of science. His par- 
ishioners liked the man, but were un- 
moved by his sermons. He lacked power 
and purpose in his ministry. 

The next step in Chalmers’ growth 
came as a result of the death of his 
brother George, the serious illness of 
his sister, and his own sickness when 
he even despaired of his own life. When 
he recovered, the young minister had a 
new vision of his life work. Being 
asked to write an article for the Edin- 
burgh Encyclopedia, he turned from the 
subject of mathematics and chose as his 
subject “Christianity.” As he studied 
more deeply the life and work of Christ 
and His marvelous teachings, he became 
a Christian. His whole soul was on fire 
and he turned from intellectual culture 
to worship and preach Christ as the 
only Lord and Saviour. He cut loose 
from all connection with the Modernism 
of that day and became a decided evan- 
gelical. His congregation soon noted 
the change in the preacher and his mes- 
sage. They came in large numbers, and 
many were truly won to Christ. 


His Increased Study of the Word 


The eyes of Chalmers’ spirit being 
opened, he began to study the Bible 
diligently to find God’s message. His 
sermons dwelt on the greatness and 
wisdom of God and on Christ’s offer of 
salvation to all who would receive Him. 
One of his parishioners remarked to 
him: “When I used to come to see you, 
I never found you at your studies in 
preparation for the Sabbath. Now I 
never come that I do not tind you at 
your Bible.” Chalmers himself said 
later: “I used to think that an hour 
or two on a Saturday evening was 
enough to prepare for the Sabbath. Now 
I find that I have all too little time for 
Bible study.” 

Naturally things began to move in the 
parish. A great force seemed to have 
been liberated. The church became so 
crowded that, at times, Chalmers had 
to stand in the window and preach to 
those outside as well as inside the build- 
ing. Bible classes were formed, regular 
parish visitation was begun, and special 
evangelistic services were held. 

After twelve years at Kilmany, Chal- 
mers was Called to the Tron Church in 
Glasgow, then (1816) a difficult field in 
a comparatively small city. Not more 
than one fourth of the people of his par- 
ish attended church with any regular- 
ity, and of 400 children of school age 
only 100 were in the Sunday school. 
Immediately the new pastor undertook 
the work of “excavating the heathen.” 
He divided the parish into districts with 
two volunteer visitors for each section 
—an elder to look after the spiritual 
needs and a deacon to report on physi- 
cal distress. The minister’s sermons 
were not neglected, and his fame as a 
preacher became widespread. Wilber- 
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force remarked, “All the world is wild 
about Chalmers.” 


After three years at Tron Church he 
was called to the larger parish of St. 
John’s Presbyterian Church in a poverty- 
stricken district of the same city. Of 
the 11,000 people in the parish less than 
one half attended any place of worship. 
Chalmers organized a band of teachers, 
visitors, and other lay workers to can- 
vass the neighborhood. He organized 
fifty Sunday schools which were soon 
attended by 1,800 children. Day schools 
were opened where 700 were taught. By 
promoting education, temperance, moral- 
ity, and thrift, Chalmers showed what 
might be done to stimulate the people 
to remedy their own condition. “The 
remedy for pauperism,” he held, “does 
not lie in the liberality of the rich, but 
in the hearts and habits of the poor.” 
He and his workers investigated every 
appeal, and gave help only where it 
was clearly needed. He sought the cure 
of poverty and its prevention by raising 
the intellectual, moral, and spiritual life 
of the people. As a result, the cost of 
relief work was reduced to one-tenth 
of that which was believed to be neces- 
sary in London and other cities. 

When Chalmers closed his eight years 
of ministry in Glasgow, the crowd at 
the farewell service was so great that 
the police had to be called to control the 
throng outside the church. Lord Rose- 
berry remarked: “Chalmers warmed 
Glasgow by his Christian love. , Like 
Arnold of Rugby, he was a great anti- 
septic in public life.’ When he came 
to Glasgow thousands of people in the 
city were sinking into ignorance, in- 
fidelity, and vice. When he left, the 
current of thought had changed to be- 
lief in God and Christian morality. 

For the next five years Chalmers was 
teacher of moral philosophy in St. An- 
drew’s and then became professor of 
divinity in Edinburgh University. This 
city became the center of his next great 
work for Christ. Here he was famous, 
not only as a professor, but an eloquent 
preacher, an evangelist, and social 
worker among the poor of West-Gate 
district. But, more than this, he is es- 
pecially remembered and honored in 
Scotland as a leader for ecclesiastical 
reform in the Presbyterian Church. This 
latter work he undertook after, he was 
fifty-five years of age and had been in 
the ministry for over thirty years. 

The Established (Presbyterian) 
Chugch of Scotland was in part under 
the control of Parliament. Friction be- 
tween Church and State was producing 
trouble, especially because of the ap- 
pointment of ministers who were un- 
worthy of their high calling and ob- 
noxious to their congregations. Several 
instances of the interference by the civil 
authorities in the affairs of the church 
so aroused Chalmers and other clergy- 
men that in 1842 a convocation gathered 
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to consider the matter and protest. Their 
objections were ignored by the State 
authorities, and as a result, in May, 
1843, another meeting was called, and 
470 ministers, representing about one 
third of the number present, withdrew 
from the General Assembly of the Es- 
tablished Church and formed the Free 
Church of Scotland. Dr. Chalmers, an 
outstanding leader in this movement, 
was elected the first Moderator. 

This courageous step meant for all 
these reformers the giving up of ‘their 
churches with the manses and other 
church property and endowments. They 
looked to God for support and began 
organizing congregations to build new 
churches and parsonages. A Sustenta- 
tion Fund was established to help pro- 
vide adequate (though small) salaries 
for the Free Church clergy. 

At the age of sixty-three, when many 
men begin to retire from more active 
life, Chalmers again took up the work 
of evangelizing the poor of Edinburgh. 
The West-Gate district of the city was 
the center of ignorance, poverty, drunk- 
enness, and vice. Here that great church 
leader undertook a work for the refor- 
mation of the “heathen,” planting 
schools, establishing a free people’s 
church, and encouraging them in habits 
of thrift, temperance, and Christian liv- 
ing. He not only organized groups of 
workers, but himself visited the “wynds” 
and “closes” of the crowded slums. He 
preached in loft buildings, presided at 
the meetings, counseled the people sym- 
pathetically, and inspired the workers 
with his own enthusiasm and Christlike 
spirit. Young and old, rich and poor 
listened to him with rapt attention 
Soon a new church was formed with 
over one hundred communicants as 
trophies of his ministry. When people 
received Christ into their hearts and 
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homes, their children began to attend 
school; parents became thrifty and came 
to church in better clothes; juvenile de- 
linquency, crime, and intemperance de- 
creased. 

With a master-mind and a vibrant 
personality, Chalmers was _ pre-emi- 
nently a man of prayer. The. secret 
of his success lay in his vital contatt 
witii God, his love for the people, and 
in his Spirit-filled life. At sixty-five 
years of age he was still on fire with 
the spirit of evangelism. The rich and 
abundant fruit of his ministry to the 
underprivileged led him to take up a 
still wider evangelistic work in other 
spiritually destitute places in Scotland. 
When it became necessary for him, in 
his advancing years, to relinquish some 
of his many activities he continued to 
promote the strength of the church as 
a God-guided leader. At the age of 
sixty-seven, on May 14, 1847, the end 
came suddenly fn his Edinburgh home. 
A wave of sorrow swept over the land 
when his death was announced, and it 
was estimated that 100,000 people at- 
tended his funeral service. According 
to Principal Gavins, the “whole Church 
might have been said to ‘follow in his 
train.’” 

A monument to Chalmers’ memory 
was erected in Edinburgh, but he is most 
honored because of his parish work in 
helping the underprivileged and for his 
leadership in freeing the Scotch Presby- 
terian Church from the bondage of secu- 
lar control by the State and “landed 
gentry.” Scotland still reaps the benefit 
of his persistent adherence to belief in 
the authority of the Bible, the primacy 
of Christ as the Son of God and the 
only Saviour of men. He showed that 
the new birth is effective in solving 
human problems.

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What About Bocks on Bible Archaeology? 


Some of the problems facing Christian teachers 
and students in finding safe reference material

Numerous letters come to the Archaeological Editor of THe Sunpay ScHOOL 

Times asking for suggestions as to reference books or popular works on 

archaeology, suitable for Bible classes or for Sunday school libraries. 

Here he tells why it is not possible just to supply a list of books, and 

why many of the present-day reference works are not safe for the 
general reader. 


HE question as to what book or 

books on Bible archaeology can be 
recommended is a difficult problem, and 
cannot be answered by merely listing 
several books. Many works are written 
by liberal scholars, and, while they or- 
dinarily acknowledge that archaeology 
does confirm the Bible at many points, 
they also include critical ideas, many 
of which have no direct connection with 
archaeology. This is very confusing to 
the layman who is not thoroughly 
acquainted with the field. An example 
of a critical idea that does not have a 
very direct connection with archaeology 
may be cited from G. A. Barton, 
“Archaeology and the Bible” (Ameri- 
can Sunday-School Union, 7th edition, 
1937, p. 325). Barton makes a,compari- 
son of the genealogy of Cain in Genesis 
4 with the genealogy of Seth in Genesis 
5, pointing out that critical scholars 
claim that the two lists are in reality 
just variations of one original list; this 
one original genealogy was handed down 
through two lines of tradition and was 
arranged by two different Biblical 
writers. This all fits in with the docu- 
mentary theory which holds that the 
Pentateuch was not written by Moses, 
but was rather composed of several 
documents at a much later time. Barton 
also states that these two genealogies 
are similar to a list of kings found -in 
ancient Babylonian writings. The aver- 
age reader is likely to assume that 
archaeological discoveries include a 
probable implication that Genesis 4 and 
Genesis 5 are not separate genealogies, 
as the Bible indicates, but are rather 
a legendary confusing of one original 
genealogy. It would be unfortunate for 


a sincere Sunday school teacher to be. 


led astray or to lead others astray with 
such ideas, particularly in view of the 
fact that the archaeological discoveries 
give no such indication. The list of 
names in the ancient Babylonian records 
may have no connection with the Bib- 
lical genealogies, but if it does, it would 
constitute a handed-down version of one 
of these genealogies, and show the fact of 
such a succession of people as are in- 
dicated in the Bible. 

Scholarly books written by liberal 


authors will often give only a part of 
the information, thus leaving the reader 
confused and with the opinion that 
archaeology sometimes confirms the 
Bible and sometimes shows that there 
are contradictions. An example of such 
partial information may be found in the 
new “Westminster Historical Atlas to 
the Bible,” by G. E. Wright and F. V. 
Filson (Westminster Press, 1945; re- 
viewed in THe Sunpay Scuoot Times, 
Nov. 24, 1945, pp. 947, 948), in which 
much archaeological material is in- 
cluded. This new atlas, which is well 


done from a technical standpoint, says. 


on page 105 that Ai was excavated and 
found to have been unoccupied from 
about 2200 B.C. down to the twelfth cen. 
tury B.C. This, of course, constitutes 
a difficulty, since Joshua 7 and 8 de- 
scribe the destruction of Ai by the Is- 
raelites under Joshua, which probably 
occurred about the beginning of the 
fourteenth century B.C. The writers of 
the atlas suggest that it was Bethel, a 
near-by town, which was actually de- 
stroyed, and the story was transferred 
to Ai. This is not a satisfactory explana- 
tion for the Bible-believer, and one 
would be confronted with a real prob- 
lem if he went to such a liberal source. 
What the writers of the atlas do not 
point out is that the capable French 
Catholic archaeologist, Pére Vincent. 
wrote an article in the Revue Biblique 
(1937, pp. 231-266), suggesting that the 
site of Ai was being used as a fort or 
outpost by the Canaanites against the 
invading Israelites. This would mean 
that the outpost at Ai would have been 
of such proportions that it left no re- 
mains to betray its existence to the 
excavators. There are other possible 


, explanations, but if the reader does not 


know any of them, and if they are not 
pointed out, a book on archaeology by 
a liberal is likely to be more confus- 
ing than helpful. 

If one knows the field of archaeology 
very well, he may get some useful mate- 
rial from such books as G. A. Barton, 
“Archaeology and the Bible” (noted 
above); S. L. Caiger, “Bible and Spade” 
(Oxford University Press, 1936); W. F. 
Albright, “Archaeology of Palestine and 
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the Bible” (Revell, 1935; out of print)| 
“From the Stone Age to Christianity 
(Johns Hopkins Press, 1940); “Archae 
ology and the Religion of Israel” (John 
Hopkins Press, 1942), and similar work 

The prevalence of. liberal ideas in re 
cent books may be observed by referrin 
to the review of C. C. McCown’s, “The Lad) 
der of Progress in Palestine” (THE Sun) 
pAY ScHooL Times, May 19, 1945, pp. 393) 
394), and Madeleine S. and J. Lane Mil 
ler’s “Encyclopedia of Bible Life” (Tx 
Sunpay ScHoot Times, Mar. 24, 1945, Pi 
232). 

There are several popular books on! 
Bible archaeology which are often help- 
ful to the layman, such as T. Miller 
Neatby, “Confirming the Scriptures” 
(Marshall, Morgan, and Scott), and W. 
W. Prescott, “The Spade and the Bible” 
(Revell, 1933). Many popular books, 
however, are not well documented, and 
the absence of footnotes and bibliograph- 
ical references greatly reduces their} 
value. The mere recording of an idea 
or a fact does not mean too much un-’ 
less one can eheck the source. Many 
popular books are written by people 
who love the Lord but are not trained 
in the field of Biblical archaeology and 
do not have the equipment in Oriental | 
studies that they need to handle the 
subject properly. 











Another group of popular books tends 
to handle facts carelessly and some even 
overstate the facts. Fundamentalists 
should always be careful to make the 
fullest use of the facts, but should be 
just as careful never to overstate them, 
and never to put things together in 
such a way as to give a false impres- 
sion. An example of putting things to- 
gether improperly came to the atten- 
tion of the writer some time ago. A 
popular writer on Bible archaeology 
indicated that at Ur of the Chaldees, 
Abraham’s home town, a building was 
found on the walls of which was writ- 
ten the name “Abram.” The implication 
that Abraham’s house had been found 
was misleading, although certain facts 
were put together to give this impres- 
sion. It is true that many houses of 
the time of Abraham have been found 
at Ur, and it is true that tablets have 
been found containing the Babylonian 
squivalent of Abraham, but, as far as 
the writer knows, it would be overstat- 
ing the case to put the two things to- 
gether so as to give the implication 
that. we have found the very house of 
Abraham. Let us remember that we 
have plenty of evidence which shows 
the confirmation of the Scriptures. Let 
us not be guilty of weakening our posi- 
tion by failing to handle the facts aright, 
and let us not make our stand appear 
foolish by overstating the case. 

Many fine scholarly books written 
from the standpoint of archaeology, lin- 
guistics, and Old Testament studies are, 
unfortunately, out of print. This group 
would include such works as Robert 
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Dick Wilson, “A Scientific Investigation 
of the Old Testament” (The Sunday 
School Times Company, 1926), the works 
of William Henry Green, such as “The 
Unity of the Book of Genesis” (Scrib- 
ners, 1910), and “The Higher Criticism 
of the Pentateuch” (Scribners, 1896). As 
far as the writer knows, the works of 
Melvin Grove Kyle, late Archaeological 
Editor of THe Sunpay ScuHoo. TIMEs, 
are still out of print, and must be sought 
in secondhand book stores. A recent 
book, which is in print and can be highly 
recommended, is Oswald T. Allis, “The 
Five Books of Moses” (Philadelphia, 
The Presbyterian and Reformed Publish- 
ing Company, 1943). 

Other books, written from a scholarly, 
Fundamentalist standpoint, contain very 
fine material but need to be revised, 
inasmuch as they were written years 
ago and contain some material that is 
out of date because of more recent dis- 
coveries. In the fine book by James Orr, 
“The Problem of the Old Testament” 
(Scribners, 1917; but actually contain- 
ing material written for the Bross Prize 
in 1905), there is a good section on 
“Archaeology and the Old Testament” 
(pp. 395-430). The basic facts pre- 
sented here are acknowledged today, but 
certain details have received further 
illumination. Orr, for example, correctly 
followed the consensus of scholarly opin- 


, jon of forty years ago when he dated 


Sargon I at 3800 B.C. (p. 398). It has 
been known for several years, however, 
that all of these dates must be pulled 
down (Barton, writing in 1937, gives 
2725 B.C. for Sargon I, p. 63), and today 
it is generally recognized by scholars 
in the Near Eastern field that Sargon I 
is to be dated about 2550 B.C. 

In the field of New Testament archae- 
ology there are fewer books than in 
the Old Testament field. The book by 
the late Camden M. Cobern, “The New 
Archaeological Discoveries and their 
bearing upon the New Testament” (New 
York, Funk and Wagnalls, 9th edition, 
1929), is, except for a few places, ac- 
ceptable to one who holds to the full 
inspiration of the Scriptures. Unfortu- 
nately, the last complete rewriting of 
the book was apparently twenty-five 
years ago (1920), inasmuch as the 
1929 edition seems to have added only 
a supplement. The newer discoveries in 
the field of the papyri are missing, but 
the book is still useful. 

It would be a great blessing to Bible 
believers if some of the ink used today 
on inconsequential Christian books could 
be used to reprint some of the really 
significant works done by men like Rob- 
ert Dick Wilson. 

The situation in the field of Biblical 
archaeology shows the need of work to- 
day, and was one of the factors that led 
the writer to accept the archaeological 
editorship of THE Sunpay ScHooL TIMEs, 
in order that Christian people might 
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have available, from time to time, in- 
formation on how archaeology confirms 
and illuminates the Bible, with docu- 
mentation and sufficient footnotes to en- 
able the reader himself to check the 
sources.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


FTER their varied experiences in 
A Philippi, the chief city of Mace- 

donia, Paul and his companions 
pressed deeper into the country, going 
on to Thessalonica. A main highway 
connected the two cities. In this new 
. field of labor they found ready accept- 
ance at first, until certain unbelieving 
Jews became envious of the Gentiles 
who thronged to hear the new message, 
many of whom received it. As the re- 
sult of a riot, it was determined that 
Paul and Silas had better leave at:once, 
so they went on by night to Berea, 
where they found a much more open- 
minded class of Jews, who gave careful 
attention to the message and then 
searched their own Scriptures to see 
whether the words of the apostle were 
corroborated. Convinced that the 
preaching and the Scriptures were in 
full agreement, many of these became 
believers. 


The two Thessalonian Letters are the 
earliest of Paul’s inspired Epistles. They 
were written shortly after he left Thes- 
salonica, while he abode in Corinth: the 
first, immediately after Timothy came 
to him bringing a good report of the 
infant church, and thé second, a little 
later when he received word of certain 
irregularities that had sprung up and 
false teachings in connection with the 
doctrine of the Second Advent. This 
glorious truth had been preached by 
Paul during the few weeks of his stay 
in Thessalonica and was laid hold of 
eagerly by the young converts. It is 
noticeable that there is some reference 
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to it in every chapter of both of these 
Letters. The first Epistle deals with it 
largely from the viewpoint of the Rap- 
ture, which is the hope of the Church, 
and the second the appearing in glory 
which brings judgment on the wicked, 
followed by blessing for the whole earth. 


The Historical Setting 


Why Paul passed by Amphipolis and 
Apollonia in order to go on to Thessa- 
lonica, we are not told—possibly be- 
cause they were so close to Philippi it 
might have been difficult to get a foot- 
hold there. In Thessalonica the work 
was greatly blessed, and a thriving, in- 
digenous church was the result of a few 
weeks’ ministry. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 17:1—“They came to Thessa- 
lonica, where was a synagogue of the 
Jews.” “To the Jew first” (Rom. 1:16) 
was ever Paul’s motto. He felt he owed 
a debt to his brethren after the flesh 
which he must attempt to discharge 
whatever the cost to himself. 


Verse 2—“Three sabbath days rea- 
soned with them out of the scriptures.” 
This is the time he was permitted to 
speak in the synagogue. He did not 
try to startle—much less to amuse — 
his audience by delivering great, elo- 
quent, and entertaining discourses. He 
was an expository preacher in the truest 
sense, as he opened up the Scriptures 
which these Jews already possessed and 
which they believed to be the very 
Word of God. 


Verse 3.—“Opening and alleging, that 
Christ must needs have suffered, and 
risen again ...and... Jesus... is 
Christ.” He had but one theme — Christ, 
dying and rising again. From passage 
to passage he turned, showing how per- 
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fectly the prophetic Scriptures in re- 
gard to Messiah had been fulfilled in the 
life, death, and resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Verse 4:—“Some of them believed.” 
That is, some of the Jews became con- 
vinced of the truth of the message and 
trusted in the Lord Jesus Christ for 
themselves. How many, we are not 
told. But apparently more Gentiles be- 
lieved than Jews, for we read, “of the 
devout Greeks a great multitude, and 
of the chief women not a few.” There 
were many hungry-hearted, disillusioned 
Greeks who frequented Jewish syna- 
gogues, seeking what paganism had 
never given them—the ‘knowledge of 
God and a conscience at peace. This 
they found as Paul proclaimed the Gos- 
pel in the power of the Holy Spirit. 


Verse 5.—“The Jews which believed 
not ... set all the city on an uproar.” 
As so often happened, opposition broke 
out, not from the heathen, but from un- 
believing Jews, who were determined to 
flout the message of the Gospel. 


Verse 6.—“These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hither 
also.” The trouble with- the world is 
that sin has turned it upside down al- 
ready. The Gospel is the power that 
turns it right side up! °* 


Verse 7.—“There is another king, one 
Jesus.” Paul preached the second coming 
of Christ as the Thessalonian Epistles 
show. It is when Jesus returns that He 
will reign as King. 

1 Thess. 1:2—“We give thanks to God 
always for you all.” As Paul looked 
back upon the time spent in Thessa- 
lonica, his heart was filled with grati- 
tude for those he had led to Christ. 
He remembered them constantly in 


prayer. 
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Lesson for November 17 


Verse 3.—“Work of faith . . . labour 
of love ... patience of hope.” These 
three graces are here linked together 
as in 1 Corinthians 13:13, only the order 
is different. Faith was manifested by 
work. Love gave itself in labor for 
those loved. In patience the saints 
waited for the fulfillment of the hope 
of Christ’s return. 

Verse 4.—“Knowing ... your election.” 
It was not necessary to look into the 
eternal counsels of God to be assured 
of this. The mighty changes wrought in 
the lives of these young converts proved 
conclusively that they were among the 
elect of God. 


Verse 5.—“Our gospel came ... in 
power, and in the Holy Ghost, and in 
much assurance.” Note these three 


things, apart from which no preaching 
is really effective. The Gospel preached 
in the power of the Holy Spirit pro- 
duces assurance in the hearts of all who 
receive it in faith. 

Verse 6.—“Followers of us, and of the 
Lord.” Paul and his company were 
careful so to live Christ before the peo- 
ple that in imitating their behavior they 
followed the principles laid down by the 
Lord. 

Verse 7.—“Ye were ensamples,” to be 
copied by others who should hear the 
Word through them. 


Verse 8—“In every place your faith 
to God-ward is spread abroad.” So real 
had been their transformation from un- 
godliness and wickedness to holiness and 
righteousness that the fame of it went 
abroad and even their enemies were 
forced to acknowledge the great change 
that had taken place. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


There is no other remedy for man’s 
lost condition but the Gospel. That 
Gospel tells of Christ, who suffered and 
died for our redemption and now lives 
to sustain all who trust in. Him. 

When He is received by faith, a new 
life is imparted and with that new life 
there are necessarily new motives, new 
desires, and new ambitions. As the be- 
liever walks with God, these result in 
true Christian devotedness, godliness of 
life, and loving concern for those still 
unsaved, as well as brotherly care for 
those in Christ. When the Thessa- 
lonians opened their hearts to Christ, 
He wrought in power in their souls, trans- 
forming them into His own likeness. 
This He does for all who thus yield to 
His Spirit.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The “Election of God.” Many are very 
greatly troubled over the question of 
election. “How,” they ask, “can one be 
sure he is saved if he does not know 
he is one of the elect?” But all: who 
believe in the Lord Jesus Christ are of 
the elect. We do nct need to worry 
about the eternal decrees of God. What 
we need to be certain of is that we have 
received Him who came to save the 
lost. D. L. Moody used to say, “The 
whosoever wills are the elect. The who- 
soever won’ts are the non-elect.” When 
we believe the Gospel and thus rest, on 
God’s testimony we are born again and 
the new life will manifest itself and 
demonstrate even to unbelievers that we 
are among the elect of God. 


Summaries and Applications 


The reason apostolic preaching was so 
blessed was because it was backed up by 
apostolic devotion to Christ. 

How beautiful is the figure used by the 
apostle: “a nurse cherisheth her chil- 
dren”! It is, literally, “her own chil- 
dren.” These believers were Paul’s 
children in the faith, and he cared for 
them accordingly. 

Are we always careful so to conduct 
ourselves that our lives will give force 
to our words when we endeavor to tell 
others of Christ? 

There is great danger, in endeavoring 
to popularize the Gospel, that we seek 
to please men, rather than God. ° This 
was what Paul would not do. 

If a minister of Christ succumbs to 
the love of money, his usefulness is at 
an end. This is a snare Paul was care- 
ful to avoid. 

The ideal minister of Christ is por- 
trayed in this second chapter of First 
Thessalonians. As we read and meditate 
upon it, who of us cannot find room for 
improvement?

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The Busy Men’s Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“But ye, brethren, be not weary in 
well doing” (2 Thess. 3:13).—A similar 
verse (Gal. 6:9) assures us that “in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint not.” 

The daily press related the recent 

incident regarding the giving of a well- 
established hardware business to a 
faithful, persevering clerk. The propri- 
etor said he and his wife had enough 
money for all their needs and purposes, 
and that the clerk through his unwearied 
efforts in the store had made most of 
the money for them, and that the busi- 
ness should be given to him. 
» That clerk feels that his reward abun- 
dantly recompenses him for all the 
thought, time, and effort he expended in 
fulfilling his responsibilities as clerk in 
that store. 

Whether a Christian is to be rewarded 
or not, he should persevere in well doing 
for the sake of the works themselves, 
and for the Lord’s sake. 

Salvation is “not of works, lest any 
man should boast”; but we have been 
“created in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that 
we should walk in them” (Eph. 2:9, 10). 

We are urged to be “zealous of good 
works”; and are exhorted to “be care- 
ful to maintain good works” (Titus 2: 
14; 3:8). 

Well doing on the believer’s part glo- 
rifies God and makes his testimony 
acceptable to the spectators (Matt. 5: 
16). 

Although the Christian has no ulterior 
motive in his well doing, rewards are 
nevertheless offered by the Lord for 
good works. (See Eph. 6:8; Col. 3: 
23, 24; Heb. 6:10; 1 Pet. 3:8-13.) 


“Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead”. (Acts 17:3).—Not 
so long ago I received a long letter from 
a young man who professed to believe 
the Scriptures, but’did not believe that 
the death: of Christ was important and 
essential. To him, the life of Christ 
was all that was necessary. The verse 
under consideration states the fact that 
His death and resurrection must needs 
be. 

There are many ways of answering the 
important question, “Why was the death 
of Christ necessary?” One way is to 
say, “For all have sinned” (Rom. 3:23), 
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and “the wages of sin is death” (Rom. 
6: 23). 

Another way is to say it was to ful- 
fill His mission, for He said, “The Son 
of man came... to give his life a 
ransom for many” (Matt. 20:28). 

Another answer would be to say vit 
was to enable Him righteously to take 
many sons to glory, for He said, “Ex- 
cept a corn of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone: but if it die, 
it bringeth forth much fruit” (John 12: 
24; Heb. 2:10). 

The wedding dowry that John Bun- 
yan’s wife brought to him consisted of 
two books. They were of greater value 
to him than thousands of gold and sil- 
ver. One of them was Lewis Bayly’s 
“Practice of Piety.” In it there is the 
following colloquy in which the Lord 
Jesus shows to the soul the meaning 
of His sufferings on the cross: 

Soul: Lord, why wouldest Thou be taken 
when Thou mightest have escaped Thine 
enemies? 

Christ: That thy spiritual enemies should 
not take thee, and cast thee into the 
prison of utter darkness. 

Soul: Lord, wherefore wouldest Thou be 
bound? 

Christ: That I might loose the cords of 
thine iniquities. 

Soul: Lord, wherefore wouldest Thou be 
lift up upon a cross? 

Christ: That I might lift thee up with 
Me to Heaven. 

Soul: Lord, wherefore were Thy hands 
and feet nailed to the cross? 

Christ: To enlarge thy hands to do the 
works of righteousness, and to set thy 
feet at liberty to walk in the ways of 
peace. 

Soul: Lord, why woyldest Thou have 
Thine arms nailed ‘abroad? 

Christ: That I might embrace thee more 
lovingly. 

Soul: Lord; wherefore was Thy side 
opened ‘with a spear? 

Christ: That thou mightest have a way 
to come nearer to my heart. 

And for a Scriptural answer to the 
equally important question: “Why was 
His resurrection essential?” we refer in- 
quirers to 1 Corinthians 15: 14-19. 


“Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God” (1 Thess. 1:4).—I know 
of no greater anguish which a serious- 
minded person can experience than un- 
certainty pertaining to his election. I 
can still see the agonized look on the 
countenance of a man with whom I 
worked in Chicago—although years 
have elapsed since in all earnestness he 
asked me, “How can I know whether or 
not I am among God’s elect?” 

What a joy to be in a position to in- 
form one how he may know beyond a 
peradventure that he is among the 
elect ! 

The Apostle Paul leaves us in no doubt 
as to how he knew these Thessalonians 
were elect of God; for he says, “We are 
bound to give thanks alway to God for 
you, brethren beloved of the Lord, be- 
cause God hath from the beginning 
chosen you to salvation through sancti- 
fication of the Spirit and belief of the 
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truth: whereunto he called you by our 


gospel, to the obtaining of the glory of: 


our Lord Jesus Christ” (2 Thess. 2:13, 
14). 

That’s it! Called by the Gospel and 
belief of the truth! As soon as the 
Thessalonians believed the Gospel he 
preached to them, Paul knew they were 
elected. 

We are not forgetting that the elec- 
tion itself goes back “before the founda- 
tion of the world” because of God’s fore- 
knowledge of all things; but we are 
speaking of that which enabled Paul 
to know — and anyone to know — of his 
election. 

If a person does not know, but wishes 
to know whether or not he is among the 


elect of God, let that person ask and’ 


answer this all-important question, “Do 
I believe the Gospel of Christ?” 

It is the Gospel by which God calls 
a person to the “obtaining of the glory 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

It is impossible to attach too much im- 
portance to the Gospel Paul preached 
—the death of Christ for our sins and 
His resurrection for our justification — 
because it is “the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth.”

Topic and Scripture: 


Paul Preaches in the Synagogue 
(Acts 17:1-4) 


CANNOT resist bringing into this 

lesson the rest of the story of Paul’s 
stay in Philippi. It will be far more 
interesting to the children than the les- 
son assigne4. 

Paul and his companions were going 
to a prayer meeting on a certain day, 
when a girl possessed of a demon ran 


after them, crying out, “These men are . 
the servants of the most high God, which ~ 


shew unto us the way of salvation.” 
For many days she followed them and 
did this. ‘. 

One day Paul turned and spoke to 
the demon, “I command thee in the 
name of Jesus Christ to come out of 
her.” And he came out. 

She was a slave girl and had made 
money for her masters telling fortunes, 
and when they saw that she could not 
do this any more (for it was the evil 
spirit speaking through her that had 
done it), they were furious, and stirred 
up a mob that caught Paul and Silas 
and took them to the rulers, saying they

were disturbing the peace of the city. 

The rulers commanded that they be 
beaten with many stripes, which was 
done, and then they were thrown into 
prison, and the jailer was charged to 
keep them safely. He wanted to be 
sure they didn’t get away, so he put 
them in the inner prison, and made their 
feet fast in the stocks. That was a 
wooden frame with holes to fasten the 
hands and feet so a person could hardly 
move, a very painful position. Their 
hands may not have been fastened, as 
only the feet are mentioned. 

What did Paul and Silas do? They 
prayed and sang praises to God at mid- 
night. We might have prayed, most of 
us would have, but how many would 
have sung? The other prisoners heard 
them, and no doubt wondered what they 
had to sing about, 

Just about then there was a great 
earthquake, and that old prison rocked 
and shook, and all the doors were 
opened, and all the prisoners’ chains 
were loosed. The jailer wakened with 
a start, and when he saw the doors all 
open, he was going to commit suicide, 
because he knew what would happen to 
a Roman jailer who would let his pris- 
oners escape. 

But Paul stopped him. “Don’t kill 
yourself; we’re all here.’ The jailer 
got a light and came in and fell down 
before Paul and Silas, and then took 
them out of the prison, and cried out 
to them, “What must I do to be saved?” 

We all know the answer Paul gave, 
the same answer we give to sinners now. 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy house.” 
Paul and Silas preached the Gospel to 
that jailer and his household, and they 
all believed and were baptized. Then 
the jailer, who had washed their poor 
bleeding backs, took them into his house 
and gave them a good dinner, he and 
all his household rejoicing in the Lord. 

The next morning the rulers sent some 
policemen to tell Paul and Silas they 
could go, but Paul said, “Nothing do- 
ing. You have beaten us without a trial, 
and we are Roman citizens, so you come 
and take us out.” 

When they heard that they were Ro- 
man citizens, they came in a hurry, for 
beating a Roman citizen uncondemned 
would be cause for their losing their 
jobs and maybe their heads, so they 
rushed over to the prison. Can’t you 
see them— begging Paul and Silas to 
leave Philippi and say nothing about 
the affair. It was all a mistake! 

Paul and Silas went back to Lydia’s 
home where the believers were doubt- 
less praying for them, and after fel- 
lowship together, they went away to 
Thessalonica, where for three Sabbaths, 
Paul preached in the synagogues, ‘and 
some Jews believed, and a great multi- 
tude of Greeks, and many of the lead- 
ing women of the city. 

What a journey! ° 
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God is wanting men and women to- 
day to go on missionary journeys. Some 
are going, and many more will go. God 
wants some of the Primary children to 
decide right now to go wherever He 
wants them to go, even to the ends of 
the earth. Paul had to go slowly, but 
the boys and girls of today will be going 
by planes to the far corners of the world, 
to carry the same Gospel Paul preached.

Topic and Scripture: 


Paul’s Loyal Friends 
(Acts 17:1-11) 


EVIEW the order of the Epistles 

already learned. Then locate the 
short Letter to Titus, Paul’s helper on 
the island of Crete, and the one to 
Philemon, a Christian friend in the 
Colossian church, who had a runaway 
slave about whom we shall hear in a 
later lesson. 

Ask the children to draw four houses 
on the blackboard. The lesson story 
can be centered around these four build- 
ings. The first should be labeled: Syna- 
gogue in Thessalonica. Paul preached 
there. His sermon outline: Jesus (1) 
suffered and died, (2) rose from the 
dead, (3) is coming as King. These 
may be symbolized on the board by (1) 
a cross, (2) a curve for a hill, with a 
rectangle for entrance to the sepulcher, 
and a circle for the rolled-away stone, 
(3) a crown. 

Some believed, mostly Gentiles; some 
did not. Jason, a “did-believe,” kept 
Paul and Silas in his house. Mark sec- 
ond building: Jason’s house. The “did- 
not-believe’s” got up a mob, raided 
Jason’s house, intending to kill Paul 
and Silas. But Paul and Silas were not 
there. So Jason and others were drag- 
ged away to court. Third building: 
Courthouse. Jason was accused of 
keeping Paul and Silas in his home. 
Paul and Silas were accused of upsetting 
the world. And all the Christians were 
accused of going against their country, 
claiming Jesus was King instead of 
Cesar. Jason gave a sum of money as 
bond that there would be no further 
disturbance. But if Paul and Silas 
stayed there would be disturbance, be- 
cause the Jews hated them so. That 
night Paul and Silas left town, travel- 
ing on to Berea. 

Fourth house: Synagogue in Berea. 
These Jews were glad to hear Paul, 
and studied their Bible every day to 
see if what Paul said was true. How 
much of the Bible did they have? Here 
are some passages they must have studied 
and Paul explained in his sermons: (1) 
Messiah (Jesus Christ). would suffer 
and die (Psa. 22:1, 15-18; Isa. 53:5, 8, 9; 
Dan. 9:26a). (2) He would rise from 
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the dead (Psa. 16:9, 10) (3) He would 
be King (Psa. 2:6-9; Zech. 9:9). 

Some weeks after Paul had left Thes- 
salonica, he wrote Jason and the others 
a letter of praise and encouragement. 
What did he praise them for? (1 Thess. 
1:3, 8.) Affliction means trouble. Can 
you think of one affliction verse 6 may 
mean? (Seizure of Jason and others.) 
What affliction of his own is Paul think- 
ing of in 2:2? (Review last lesson.) 
Paul did something besides preach while 


_he was in Thessalonica. (1 Thess. 2:9; 2 


Thess. 3:8.) What kind of work do you 
think he did to pay his expenses? (See 
Acts 18:3.) What other help did he 
have? (Phil. 4:15, 16.) 

In so much affliction and trouble it is 
easy to get discouraged and give up. 
Paul’s loyal friends helped him to keep 
on. He helped them to keep on by his 
Letters. The Memory Verse today is 
short in words but long in work: “Be 
not weary in well doing” (2 Thess. 3: 
13). 

With how much pep you started school 
this fall! You tried to do your lessons 
well and mind the teacher. But now? 
Are you getting “weary in well doing”? 
You may be a Christian and plan to 
read your Bible every day. Are you 
“weary in well doing’? You promised 
yourself and God that you would stop 
some bad habit. Are you “weary in 
well doing”? How easy it is to get dis- 
couraged, and quit! That’s just what 
the Devil wants. But God doesn’t want 
quitters. Christ died to get rid of your 
wrongdoing and make you pure and 
strong for good works (Titus 2:14; Eph. 
2:10; Titus 3:8). What “weary” spot 
will you pick and change to “zealous” 
(Titus 2:14) to please the Lord Jesus 
today? “Now our Lord Jesus Christ 
himself . . . stablish you in every good 
word and work” (2 Thess. 2:16, 17).

Help us, like Paul, to hide Thy 
Word in our minds and hearts, so that 
when we seek to witness to others the 
right passages may come to mind and 
be used to reach their hearts and con- 
vince them of their need of a Saviour. 
We thank Thee for the example of the 
Thessalonian Christians, whom Paul 
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could praise so highly for their faithful- 
ness and love. We thank Thee, too, for 
the Letters that he wrote to the Thessa- 
lonian church. Help us to understand 
and believe the great truths of which 
he wrote to them, and especially to look 
for the coming again of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. This we ask in His name. Amen. 

After the Lesson.—Have you noticed 
that little expression concerning Paul 
in the beginning of our lesson today: 
“as his manner was”? It was his cus- 
tom on the Sabbath to meet with those 
who worship God, and this is a good 
example for us. After his conversion, 
when he went to the synagogue among 
the Jews, he preached Christ to them. 
Then you will notice that all his preach- 
ing was based on God’s revelation, for 
he “reasoned with them out of the scrip- 
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tures.” And the subject of his preach- 
ing at Thessalonica, as in other places, 
was Christ, who died for our sins and 
rose again from the dead. His .work 
in that town bore marvelous fruit, as 
is clearly shown by the portion of 1 
Thessalonians 1 which is in our lesson 
today. See if you can tell for how many 
things he praised the Thessalonian 
Christians, noting such expressions as 
“your work of faith.” Verse three seems 
like a summary of a whole ‘Christian 
life, from the new birth until one is 
taken to be with the Lord. Let us seek 
to imitate these brave early Christians, 
and take comfort from the fact that 
although they “received the word in 
much affliction,” yet at the same time 
they had joy in the Holy Ghost. 
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Three Simple Bitieniite not weary 
in well doing (2 Thess. 3:13, Golden 
Text). An evangelist who was setting

FTER Paul had turned sincere men 

and women of Thessalonica from 
the worship of dead gods to the living 
God, he was concerned about them. Had 
the change been permanent, he won- 
dered? Were these friends really trans- 
formed and living to please God? 
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Any born-again Sunday school teacher 
—and no other kind should teach — 
will be thus concerned about her pupils, 
particularly those who have shown a 
desire to get started in the Christian 
life. She will pray for them, and fol- 
low them up, seeking to help them to 
stand firm in the faith. Perhaps Mary 
has gone to work in another town and 
the teacher sends her name to friends 
in that place, or to a pastor, praying, 
meanwhile, that Mary may become con- 
nected there with people of God. Lydia’s 
college address she sends to the Inter- 
Varsity Fellowship, or some other Chris- 
tian movement so that Lydia’s faith may 
not be torn down, but be grounded in 
the Word of God. Clara, the bride, who 
must travel among strangers, is held 
to her Christian testimony by letters 
and literature from her Sunday school 
teacher. We can be Pauls and Timothys 
to our girls as we try to keep their 
vision focused upon Christ. 

What shall we tell them in order that 
their faith may be firm and permament? 
Christ must first live and speak through 
us before our words have lasting effect 
(1 Thess. 1:5; 2:13). Find Paul’s lead- 
ing thoughts in his First Letter to the 
Thessalonians. 


God is our Father. The Thessalonians, 
like all non-Christians, knew no 
Heavenly Father, but when they were 
born into the family of God, they came 
into a child relationship with their 
Father in Heaven (chap. 1:1, 3; 3:11, 13). 

Power is found in the Word of God. 
Paul spent three Sabbaths with these 
converts as he “reasoned with them out 
of the scriptures . . . that this Jesus, 
whom I preach unto you, is Christ” 
(Acts 17:2, 3). oi 

The Lord Jesus is God’s Son (1 Thess. 
1:9, 10); He was crucified for our sins 
(chap. 2:15; 5:9, 10); but He arose (chap. 
4:14); and is coming again (chap. 2:19; 4: 
16, 17). 

The Holy Spirit is given to believers 
in-order that they may live holy lives. 
“For God hath not called us unto un- 
cleanness, but unto holiness” (chap. 4: 
7, 8). 


We are like musical instruments, cre- 
ated to produce beautiful harmonies, but 
waiting for the touch of the master 
hand. If no one plays upon the instru- 
ment, there will be no music; if an 
inexperienced, or indifferent player tries 
to perform, the music will be unpleas- 
ant; but if a skilled musician plays, the 
sounds will bring joy to all who listen 
(1 Thess. 1:7, 8). An instrument, of 
course, is helpless to choose its players, 
but with us the choice is ours. Will we 
let self, Satan, or the Holy Spirit rnanip- 
ulate the keys of our lives? 

There are certain elements in this life 
of holiness that we must practice our- 
selves. In this Letter Paul included 
faith, hope, love, patience, study, work 
(chap. 1:3; 4:9, 11). In chapter 5, verses 
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16 to 22, we find eight elements which 
someone has called, “the perfect octave.” 
Are we striking every note? 


“Rejoice evermore.” Enjoy happy, 
wholesome good times. Keep smiling. 

“Pray without ceasing.” Have wn- 
broken fellowship with Christ. 

“In every thing give thanks.” Express 
a gracious personality. 

“Quench not the Spirit.” Listen when 
God speaks to your heart, and obey. 

“Despise not prophesyings.” Learn 
from the teachings of sincere men of 
God. 

“Prove all things.” Do not let false 
teachers delude you. 

“Hold fast that which is good.” Do 
not let the things of the world crowd 
out the things of God. 

“Abstain from all appearance of evil.” 
Live a separated life, setting your “no” 
and “yes” on God’s level. 


At the close of this Letter Paul men- 
tioned the dominant chord of a Christ- 
organized life: “The grace of dur Lord 
Jesus Christ be with you.”

AY, fellows, the accusation which 

the hostile Jews of Thessalonica 
made against Paul and Silas was: They 
“have turned the world upside down.” 
And*they were very much excited and 
enraged. They persuaded a bunch of 
rowdies to help them, and gathered a 
crowd and set all the city in an uproar. 
Thinking that Paul and his companions 
had sought refuge in the home of Paul’s 
friend Jason, they assaulted Jason’s 
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house and demanded their surrender; 
and failing to find them, they dragged 
Jason before the rulers of the city, “cry- 
ing, These that have turned the world 
upside down are come hither also; whom 
Jason hath received.” 

It is too bad they could not know 
what a ridiculous thing they were say- 
ig. It was just the opposite of what 
was true. Paul’s work was not turn- 
ing the world upside down; it was get- 
ting the world turned right side up. 


‘The unchristian world is already upside 


down in its misconception of the truth. 
Or if it knows the truth it is wrong side 


. up in its attitude toward the truth. How 


frail and foolish and blundering is hu- 
man nature! Paul exalted Jesus Christ 
to the highest. “That in all things he 
might have the preeminence,” he told 
the Colossians (Col. 1:18). “He that 
cometh from above is above all” (John 
3:31). “For this man was counted 
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worthy of more glory than Moses” (Heb. 
3:3). “Wherefore God hath also highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name” (Phil. 2:9). 

If those Thessalonian Jews had any 
place for Jesus Christ in their thinking, 
it was as an “imposter” away down near 
the bottom. They were looking at the 
facts bottom side up. Paul was putting 
Him in His proper place—at the top. 
“Yea, doubtless, and I count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the knowl- 
edge of Christ Jesus my Lord” —he told 
the Philippians (Phil. 3:8). 

You see, fellows, how utterly foolish 
was the charge of the Jews of Thessa- 
lonica. 

The matter of main importance now 
is: How do you and I see the picture? 
It is not at all impossible that we may 
be as stupid as the Thessalonian Jews. 

The physical eye, as an organ of sight, 
is a marvelous network of contradiction. 
In the divine wisdom of creation its 
processes are organized and refined be- 
yond the power of our imagination. 
When we look at an object it registers 
upside down upon the retina; but there 
is a delicate crossing of the fibers of the 
optic nerve in the optic chiasm, reach- 
ing back to the brain. There the mind 
picks up the sensation and reads the 
vision aright. This is done without any 
bother about the inexplicable processes 
taking place between the object seen 
and the registered perception. Thus we 
may say that natural vision is foolproof. 
But, alas, spiritual vision is not. Only 
when it is personally guided by the Holy 
Spirit does it register correctly. But, 
thanks be unto God, the Holy Spirit is 
freely given and is always and instan- 
taneously available to any seeking soul 
who wants to know the truth — espe- 
cially about the Lord Jesus Christ. It 
is the particular office and concern of 
the Holy Spirit to reveal the Lord Jesus 
Christ to us. 

The greatest tragedy of our times is 
not world wars, as terrible as they are. 
The most tragic loss to the human race 
today is that human leaders, both polit- 
ical and spiritual leaders, are endeavor- 
ing to solve the world’s problems with 
human minds without the aid of the 
Holy Spirit. National statesmen meet in 
international councils to solve humanly 
impossible problems without prayer and 
without the slightest recognition of the 
need of God. As though they had fool- 
proof minds! And worse still, men who 
are leaders in the church back home 
are presenting Jesus Christ as a mere 
prophet, denying His deity, discrediting 
the Record of His Word. That uncom- 
promising Christian statesman, William 
Jennings Bryan, said the great sin of 
the present age is the worship of the 
human mind—a mind suffering with 
spiritual astigmatism. May the Lord 
raise up some more Pauls to help an 
upside-down world get right side up!

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Archaeological Side Lights 
On the lesson for November 17

Turning the World Upside Down 
HILE Paul and Silas were in Thes- 
salonica, some of the town ruffians 
came to the house of Jason, where they 
were staying. Paul and Silas were not 
at the house, but the group took Jason 
and some of the other brethren before 
the rulers of the city and charged that 
these men had “turned the world upside 
down” (Acts 17:6). The English phrase, 
“turn upside down,” is the translation 
of a single Greek word (anastatéo).1 
The New Testament Greek scholar, J. H. 
Thayer, said that this verb is “found 
nowhere in profane authors.”2 This 
suggests that the word was supposed to 
be peculiar to the Biblical writers. 
New Testament archaeological discov- 
eries made since the time of Thayer’s 
writing have given us interesting light 
on this word translated, “turn upside 
down.” In excavations at Oxyrhynchus 
in Egypt,3 a letter has been found that 
was written by a spoiled child to his 
father, who had gone to the town of 
Alexandria. In the course of the boy’s 
letter he says, “And mother said to 
Archelaus, ‘He quite upsets me. Off with 
him!” The word translated “upsets” 
in the boy’s letter is the same word 
translated “turn upside down” in the 
reference to Paul’s activity in Acts 17:6. 
Thus the new light on this picturesque 
word shows that, just as a spoiled child 
drove his mother to distraction, so Paul 
and Silas were turning the ancient world 
upside down. People were being “turned 
upside down,” or “upset,” by the simple 
Gospel message that made them realize 
that things were not right with their 
souls, and that they needed to set things 
right by coming to Christ as Saviour. 


The Politarchs of Thessalonica 

HE rulers before whom Jason and 

the brethren were taken at Thessa- 
lonica are called “politarchs” (Acts 17: 
6), by Luke, the author of Acts. The 
English translation is, “ruler” (Gr., 
politarches). It was formerly supposed 
that Luke had blundered by using this 
title for the rulers at Thessalonica. The 
term is used nowhere else in the New 
Testament, and, according to Haverfield, 
does “not appear any other place in 
Greek literature.” 4

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Archaeological confirmation of the 
validity of Luke’s use of this word ap- 
peared several years ago, when a trav- 
eler in Salonika, the present name of 
ancient Thessalonica, observed a marble 
slab built into one of the walls of a 
house. Upon examination, it was found 
to have been a part of an ancient arch, 
and it still bore on its surface an in- 
scription referring to the “politarchs” 
of the city.5 Since that first discovery, 
some sixteen other texts have been found 
that bear the same word.6 Thus Luke’s 
accuracy in using the word “politarch” 
is abundantly confirmed by modern 
archaeological discoveries.7

the source from which He proceeded and 
made the difference in character between 
Himself and His opponents turn upon 
the difference in origin: “I proceeded 
forth and came from God. ... Ye are 
of your father the devil” (8:42, 44). 

To whom “the porter openeth.” The 
porter is the under shepherd to whose 
charge the sheep are committed after 
they have been folded for the night. 
He opens the door on the arrival of 
the shepherd in the morning. What a 
picture of the faithful pastor who cares 
for the flock at nighttime, waiting mean- 
while for the resurrection dawn and the 
reappearance of the Great Shepherd of 
the sheep! 


“In the world ye shall have tribula- 
tion,” is the Authorized Version. Echete, 
however, is, “In the world ye have tribu- 
lation: but be of good cheer; I have 
[not I will] overcome the world.” Our 
Lord did not encourage His disciples to 
anticipate tribulations. Indeed that 
would have been quite contrary to His 
teaching, for He told us to take no 
thought of the morrow. Sufficient unto 
the day is the evil. 


Further on (17:20), the tense should 
also be changed from future to present, 
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if for another reason. Jesus says, 
“Neither pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe on 
me through their word.” According to 
Vincent the prayer is for them also 
“which believe on me,” not shall be- 
lieve — Christians of all ages and all 
time who follow the Lord and who are 
envisaged as if they were living, con- 
temporary believers. This is an illus- 
tration of our Lord’s complete self- 
assurance in His deity and program. As 
for example in the words, “Whereso- 
ever this gospel shall be preached in the 
whole world, . . . shall also this, that 
this woman hath done, be told for a 
memorial.” 


In John 8:19 Jesus cites His Father 
and Himself as witnesses to the Son’s 
being and teaching. The Jews were not 
satisfied with an unseen and unheard 
witness, as Vincent points out. They ask, 
“Where is thy Father?” In John 6:42 
they had said, “Is not this Jesus, the son 
of Joseph, whose father and mother we 
know?” In John 8:19 he replied, “Ye 
neither know me, nor my Father.” He 
never deigned to speak of any other 
father than His Heavenly One. He 
never once mentioned Joseph in His 
whole ministry as far as is known. When 
He said, “Make not my Father’s house 
an house of merchandise,” He made a 
unique claim. No other Jew ever de- 
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scribed the Temple as his Father’s 
House. Joseph was farthest from His 
thought. 


If Joseph had been His actual father 
after the flesh this silence and disregard 
would have been an affront to the Law 
itself which commanded all sons of Is- 
rael to honor_their father and mother. 

They say John’s Gospel does not teach 
the supernatural birth of Christ. As a 
matter of fact it implies it in many pas- 
sages. 


When Jesus said to Thomas, “Reach 
hither thy finger, . . and thrust it 
into my side,” he added, and be not 
faithless.” Vincent translates, “And be- 
come [ginou] not faithless,” in the sense 
of, “Don’t get started down the road of 
unbelief.” 


Criticism never tires of discussing the 
question of the authorship of the Johan- 
nine writings and apparently never 
comes to any certain conclusion. But 
if one observes closely one notices little 
parallels which identify the hand which 
wrote both the Gospel and the Revela- 
tion. Here is one. 

John 15:26 reads, “But when the Com- 
forter is come . .. he shall testify of 
me.” The next verse reads, “And ye also 
(the disciples as representing the Church 
in all ages] shall bear witness, because

The same fare- 
well note appears in the closing word 
of the Revelation: 


“And the Spirit and the bride [the 
Church] say, Come!” This joint wit- 
ness is the prerequisite preaching of the 
Gospel throughout the world for a wit- 
ness. Then comes the response, “Surely 
I come quickly.” 


Inexhaustible is the Bible and endless 
has been the study of, and meditation 
upon, it.

to your wicked ways, nor according to 
your corrupt doings, O ye house of Is- 
rael, saith the Lord God” (Ezek. 20: 
42-44). 

“For thus saith the Lord God; Behold, 
I, even I, will both search my sheep, 
and seek them out. As a shepherd 
seeketh out his flock in the day that he 


.is among his sheep that are scattered; 


so will I seek out my sheep, and will 
deliver them out of all places where 
they have been scattered in the cloudy 
and dark day. And I will bring them 
out from the people, and gather them 
from the countries, and will bring them 
to their own land, and feed them upon 
the mountains of Israel by the rivers, 
and in all the inhabited places of the 
country” (Ezek. 34:11-13). 


“For I will take you from among the 
heathen, and gather you out of all coun- 
tries, and will bring you into your own 
land. Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from 
all your filthiness, and from all your 
idols, will I cleanse you. A new heart 
also will I give you, and a new spirit 
will I put within you: and I will take 
away the stony heart out of your flesh, 
and I will give you an heart of flesh. 
And I will put my spirit within you, and 


* cause you to walk in my statutes, and 


ye shall keep my judgments, and do 
them. And ye shall dwell in the land 
that I gave to your fathers; and ye shall 
be my people, and I will be your God” 
(Ezek. 36: 24-28). 

“When I have brought them again from 
the people, and gathered them out of 
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their enemies’ lands, and am sanctified 
in them in the sight of many nations; 
then shall they know that I am the Lord 
their God, which caused them to be led 
into captivity among the heathen: but 
I have gathered them unto their own 
land, and have left none of them any 
more there” (Ezek. 39:27, 28). 


“And I will pour upon the house of 
David, and upon the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, the spirit of grace and of suppli- 
cations: and they a se look upon me 
whom they have pierced, and they shall 
mourn for him, as one mournéth for his 
only son, and shall be in bitterness for 
him, as one that is in bitterness for his 
firstborn” (Zech. 12:10). 


“And he shall sit as a refiner and puri- 
fier of silver: and he shall purify the 
sons of Levi, and purge them as gold 
and silver, that they may offer unto the 
Lord an offering in righteousness” (Mal. 
3:3). 


Not all these passages clearly teach 
that Israel will be restored in unbelief, 
but, taken together, they show that the 
reassembling of Israel into Palestine will 
be the work of God, and that after they 
get there, they will turn to God and-be- 
lieve on Christ as their Messiah and 
Saviour. 


Another point in favor of this view is 
that many hundreds of unbelieving Jews 
are actually going back to Palestine to- 
day. This does not prove the contention, 
but, in the light of Scripture, it seems 
to be a confirmation of the point under 
discussion.

Why Do People Drink? 
(Gal. 5:19-21; Isa. 5:11, 13)

LL sorts of answers to the question 

asked by our topic for this week 
have been advanced by those who seek 
to evade or avoid personal responsibil- 
ity for indulgence in intoxicants. 

From some we hear that drinking is 
an escape outlet, that it is resorted to 
in an attempt to avoid the disagreeable 
or monotonous or irritating things of 
life. 

Others tell us that people drink to 
forget their fears—fears of poverty, or 
of sickness, or of business upsets. 

Still others hold that people drink 
because of an inferiority complex. Some- 
how alcohol gives them a delusion of 
power and well-being that soothes their 
former feeling of inferiority and inade- 
quacy. 

Again we are told that people drink 
because of social pressure. In situations 
where all, or nearly all the others pres- 
ent are drinking, the individual dis- 
likes to be conspicuous; or fears that he 
will be embarrassed by refusing to drink; 
or that, by so doing, he will give offense 
to the hostess or to a friend. 

Now it cannot be denied that all of 
these factors may, at some time or other, 
exert their influence upon an individual. 
Each of us at times must face disagneeable, 
unpleasant, and irritating circumstances. 
Each of us at times may be fearful be- 
cause of illness, or insecurity, or pain. 
Many- of us may have times when we 
will feel inferior and inadequate, and 
many of us will be thrown into embar- 
rassing circumstances where friends or 
acquaintances, whom we do not wish to 
offend, will urge us to drink. But none 
of these are basic reasons why people 
drink. If they were, all who have such 
experiences would drink. The fact of 
the matter .is that many face such sit- 
uations without resorting to intoxicants. 

we 

For the real reasons why people drink 
we must tuvn to the Word of God. The 
Scripture portions chosen for this week’s 
lesson bring out two of these basic rea- 
sons for indulgence in intoxicants. In 
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the portion found in Isaiah 5, notice that 
it is stated that drinkers “regard not 
the work of the Lord, neither consider 
the operation of his hands” (v. 12). They 
are not concerned with the things of 
God, but with satisfying their own de- 
sires. They are not experiencing His 
power in their lives, neither do they 
want the help He alone can give, but 
they are seeking their own remedy of 
alcohol to escape from the trying and 
unpleasant things of life. ‘Instead of 
trusting in the Lord, they are leaning 
unto their own understanding (Prov. 
3:5). 
4 


In Galatians 5:19-21, the other portion 
chosen for our Scripture lesson, we 
learn that drunkenness and reveling are 
“works of the flesh.” The sixteenth 
verse of this same chapter, although not 
included in our Scripture verses, is im- 
portant, for here we find the admoni- 
tion, “Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall 
not fulfil the lust of the flesh.” Then in 
verse 24 we read, “And they that are 
Christ’s have crucified the flesh with 
the affections and lusts.” The reason, 
then, that the “works of the flesh,” in- 
cluding drunkenness and reveling, are 
seen in any life is that that individual 
is not walking in the Spirit, and has not 
crucified the flesh with its affections and 
lusts. In other words, his old nature, 
or the natural man, has not been put 
to death through the regenerating power 
of the Holy Spirit, and he is therefqre 
not walking, or living, under the direc- 
tion and empowering of the Holy Spirit. 

All the “cures” in the world are inade- 
quate and ineffective except the cure that 
comes from Calvary, for that is the 
only “cure” that touches the heart. It 
is the blood of Jesus Christ that cleanseth 
us from all sin (1 John 1:7), whether 
that sin takes the form of drunkenness, 
or uncleanness, or murder, or_any other 
form. Only through faith in the fin- 
ished work of the Lord Jesus Christ on 
the cross can any man find a lasting 
cure for drunkenness, and only through 
the power of the Holy Spirit in the 
life can anyone be kept from sinning. 
We may change a person’s environment, 
and take away his fear of poverty or 
disease. We may provide entertainment 
or recreation that will take away his 
boredom, or relieve his mind from grief or 
loneliness. We may shield him from social 
pressure. But, without the regenerating 
and keeping power of the Holy Spirit in 
his life, he will still be a prey to sin 
in one form or another. Only in God 
can any of us find that lasting joy and 
satisfaction and peace that will set our 
hearts and minds at rest and give us 
strength to say, “No,” when temptation 
in any form would lead us to paths that 
are contrary to God’s highest and best 
for us, physically, mentally, and spir- 
itually.

EVANGELISM IN SERMON 
AND SONG 


by E. O. Sellers. Here is a

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contests were started in the schools, 
based on a study of the best books on 
the Constitution, until tens of thousands 
of high school boys and girls were com- 
peting, the contests being largely spon- 
sored by newspapers. 

Out of this movement there came the 
reprinting, in an inexpensive edition, 
of that notable work by Judge Thomas 
J. Norton, “The Constitution of the 
United States—Its Sources and Its Ap- 
plication,” a book that should be in the 
hands of every American citizen. A 
member of the Committee on the Judi- 
ciary of the United States Senate has 
well said of it: “Here is a volume of 
such patriotic appeal, of such civic merit, 
of such dynamic inspiration as to make 
it ‘must reading’ for every American 
young and old. Every page of Judge 
Norton’s book rings with authority, with 
clarity, and with simplicity.” 

It is a well-known fact that all citi- 
zens of the United States who serve 
in our military and naval forces take 
an oath pledging themselves to “sup- 
port and defend the Constitution of the 
United States against all enemies, for- 
eign and domestic,” and that they will 
“bear true faith and allegiance to the 
same.” This oath appears on the cover 
of the book, a constant challenge to all 


to learn more about this remarkable - 


document, which, it has been said, is 
to the political side of our national life 
what the Bible is to the religious side. 
A noteworthy preface to the present 
edition, written by Samuel B. Pettengill, 
contains such valuable explanatory 
material that it merits liberal quotation 
here: “The purpose of this book is to 
make accessible to every citizen such 
knowledge of the Constitution of the 
United States as will serve him well, in 
peace or war. ... Almost every provi- 
sion in that instrument, said a great 
jurist, has a history that must be under- 
stood before the brief and sententious 
language employed can be compre- 
hended in the relations its authors in- 
tended. . . . The simple plan is to ex- 
plain the Constitution by a note to every 
line or clause that has a story or drama 
from history back of it, or that has con- 
tributed during the 156 years of our life 
under this document to.the welfare of 
mankind. . . . Each word or clause of 
the Constitution is designed to protect 
the individual — his life, his liberty, and 
his property. . .°. It is a coat of mail 
which man himself has fashioned for 
his owr protection, and which he has 
changed from time to time that the pro- 
tection might be more complete... . 
Our Constitution has exerted wide in- 
fluence upon other nations. Canada, 
Mexico, the five republics of Central 
America, nine South American repub- 
lics, the Commonwealth of Australia, 
and the Union of South Africa have 
adopted Constitutions patterned to a 
greater or less degree after ours.” 
George Washington, the delegate from 
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Virginia, presiding at the Converftion 
that drafted it, said, “Let us raise a 
standard to which the wise and honest 
can repair. The event is in the hand 
of God.” 

The arrangement of the book is ad- 
mirable. The entire Constitution, to- 
gether with the Preamble and the 
Amendments, is printed in bold, black- 
faced type, phrase by phrase, and under 
each is given, in clear but smaller type, 
a documented analysis and something of 
the story or drama from its history, 
and also its application or relation to 
the life of today. The differing type 
preserves the continuity of the docu- 
ment, but there is also included in the 
back of the book the full text of the 
Constitution and Amendments, and the 
text of the Declaration of Independence. 

In the note on the phrase, “Promote 
the general welfare and secure the bless- 
ings of liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity,” it is pointed out that com- 
ment is sometimes made that God is not 
mentioned in our Constitution. But, 
in the Declaration of Independence, 
“firm reliance on the protection of Di- 
vine Providence” is expressed, and in 
the Articles of Confederation it is men- 
tioned that “it has pleased the Great 
Governor of the world to incline the 
hearts of the legislatures we respectively 
represent in Congress to approve of and 
to authorize us to ratify the said Articles 
of Confederation and perpetual union.” 

A valuable appendix lists “The Lead- 
ing Cases Expounding the Constitution, 
with notes indicating the tenor of each 
case,” these cases being referred to in 
the phrase by phrase analysis of the 
Constitution. 

The book has more than three hun- 
dred pages, with twenty-five full-page 
illustrations, and is fully indexed. It 
was first published in 1922, but in this 
new edition it has gone through ten 
printings since 1941. The fact that this 
great work is on the “blacklist” of all 
the subversive groups seeking class rule 
and dictatorship is significant. Never 
was a knowledge of our Constitution so 
needed as in this day, when man’s con- 
stitutional rights are menaced by alien, 
un-American philosophies. 

In a strong move to awaken the nation 
to a realization of the value of the Con- 
stitution and its first ten ‘amendments, 
commonly known as “The Bill of 
Rights,” the publishers of the book issue 
in separate form a very striking little 
leaflet, “I Am the Bill of Rights,” 
twenty copies of which may be had free, 
on request.

Book of Student Prayers. . By Jack 
Finegan. (Association Press, 347 Madi 
son Ave., New York 17; $1.50.) The 
author of these prayers, who is director 
of religious activities and head of the 
Department of Religious Education at 
Iowa State College, gives ample evi- 
dence of his familiarity with the Bible 
and with the true evangelical Chris- 
tian faith by his use of many phrases 
precious to the Christian heart, and the 
work has literary value. Where the 
Scriptural view is touched upon, it is 
well done, and this may mislead many 
into an acceptance of the book as a 
whole. But the real position is revealed 
in its frequent exalting of humanity and 
also of Modernist movements and leaders 
in many of the prayers, and by its use 
of expressions typical of that schdol of 
thought. 


The prayers are classified in sections 
under fifty-six subject headings. There 
are to be found in many of them notes 
of thanksgiving and praise to God and 
many beautiful references to the person 
and work of the Lord Jesus. But under 
the classification of prayers “For Inter- 
faith Brotherhood” and also “For Fel- 
lowship in World Religions,” we find 
praise and thanksgiving offered equally 
for Buddha, Confucius, and Mohammed, 
classed together with “the loving Father 
to the Christian.” In another, God is 
thanked for “Zoroaster’s stern challenge 
to men, for Gautama’s hard-won un- 
derstanding of suffering, for Confucius’ 


careful ordering of society, for Moham- « 


med’s bold proclamation of Thy oneness, 
and for Jesus’ loving sacrifice of Him- 
self upon the cross.” The book is de- 
scribed in its own advertising as a col- 
lection of “student-aimed prayers,” 
whatever that may mean!
